He also wrote, "It is essential that you cooperate 100/3 with us now, and fast, bef» 
cause others have been investigating you anS/^others, and there is a lot of criminal acti- 
vity a’ well a 3 fraud and misrepresentation. Rick was so angry he made moves for offic- 
ial action, I have been provided with Washington lawyers to do the same," 

Ric# is Richard V/ay bright » the Baltimore cop who lias worked most for Harry. Whether 
or not either of them be lives that, and given what they have believed it is not impossible, 
there is no basis for any "pfficial" interest in anything I have done, in anj$liing I can 
imagine the others of Carry's imagined conspiracy against him could have done, and I do not 
have any reason for believing or not believing that he was "provided with Washington law- 
yers."
